Correctly Figured

Figures for births and deaths
for Torrance corrected to resi-
dence of the mother of.the new:
born or of the decedent, are for
the first time now available, re.
ports County Health Officer, Dr.
Wilton L. Halverson.

Through cooperation of the
various health departments in
the County, birth and death sta-
tistics for the year 1940 have
been compiled according to resi-
dence as well as according to
place of occurrence. In this man-
ner the figures give a true pie-
ture ‘of the situation for the
community rather than merely
including births and deaths which
occurred within that particular
area.

While 405 births occurred in
Torrance during 1040, there were
actually only 161 children borr
to parents living in this com-
munity, Whereas 109 deaths oc-
curred in Torrance during the
same calendar year, in reality
only 66 residents ‘of the com-
munity passed away.
